District Judge Wayne R., How- 


ell, chairman of the advisory d r a f t ] 
board, gave a detailed analysis of 
the selective service act before the 
Corsicana Civitan Club Thursday 
noon at the Navarro Hotel. 


The speaker pointed out that the 


registration and selection of men 
to serve one year in the armed 
forces of this country represents 
one of the most tremendous jobs 
ever to be undertaken in this coun- 
try. He said registration and in- 
duction of men in the army is be- 
ing somewhat rushed 
fact Congress delayed 
passing the legislation 
ed out, however, that ho was not 
being critical of Congress because 
the act. first of its kind in the 
peacetime history of this nation, 
called for careful consideration. Its 
passage, he asserted was the re- 
sult of strong public opinion In 
the United States that demanded 
its approval. 


Judge Howell said that the act 


provides that all men between the 
ages of 21 and 35, inclusive, must 
register for military service. The 
draft machinery will operate simi- 
lar to that of the World war peri- 
od.Actually, the speaker continued, 
the draft can he divided into three 
phases, firsts the registration, sec- 
ond the work of 
the 
advisory 


board, and third, the work of the 
draft board. 


On registration day, Judge How- 


ell said, all eligible men will be 
required to go to their voting pre- 
cinct and register with the assist- 
ance of a trained personnel. The 
President of the United States has 
set registration day for October 16, 
he added. 
Upon completing their 


registrations, the men will be given 
a registration 
certificate 
which 


they must carry with them at all 
times. Judge Howell said. Gov- 
ernment inspectors will be put to 
work to Ascertain whether every 
man has registered or not 
If a 


man cannot produce his card upon 
request of a government official 
he will be immediately taken into 
custody and the penalty will be a 
fine of $10,000 and 
five years in 


the penitentiary, he said. 


Following this a questionnaire 


will be sent to all men registering 
and information from this ques- 
tionnaire will decide whether or 
not the men will be called into 
service.

Government Reports 


Larger Turkey Crop 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—A crop 


of 33,138,000 turkeys Is indicated 
by farm holdings on September 
1, the Agricultural Marketing Ser- 
vice reports. This Is l per cent 
larger than the 1939 crop of 32,- 
732,000 turkeys. Hatchery produc- 
tion of poults decreased this year, 
but home hatching was materially 
Increased. 
Hatchery returns for 


the first leven months of 1940 
showed 16 per cent fewer salable 
poults than In 1939. This decrease 
was more than offset by upswing 
in home hatching, which the Feb- 
ruary Intentions report Indicated

Rushing, Richland, Streetman, Wor- 
tham and other sections were pres- 
ent and took part in the discus- 
sions. Farmers and 
stock-raisers 


desire the court to employ federal 
trappers to rid the 
county 
of 


wolves. Representatives of the Na- 
varro County Wolf and Fox Hunt- 
ers Association presented a petition 
asking that the county decline to 
employ trappers but admitted tho 
landowners and stockmen had a 
right to protect their property from 
damage. 
Marvin Wallace of 
Corsicana, 


representing the hunters 
associa- 


tion, presented the petition, and 
signed, he stated, by property own- 
ers, stock raisers, sportsmen and 
others. He said the property own- 
ers have every right 
to 
protect 


their property, but opposed a gov- 
ernment trapper. Wallace aaitl the 
hunters had caught 
and 
killed 


seven wolves this year. He assert- 
ed the hunters do not run wolves 
during the cotton season so as not 
to damage cotton fields by running 
through them. He offered the ser- 
vices of several wolf hunters to 
anyone desiring their srvices. 


Tell of Ixwscs 


. 
G. B. Moore of Pursley presented 


a number of letters from 
citizens 


outlining losses from wolves and 
fox during recent months. Ma1. An- 
derson of Plckett reported 41 tur- 
keys gone. E. L. Hardy of Purdon 
wrote he had lost 150 turkeys and 
50 chickens; two others 60 turkeys 
each, and others with lesser losses. 
Mrs. J. W. Laird of Rushing wrote 
she has lost 200 turkeys thin year, 
88 last year and 50 the previous 
year, with chicken losses about as 
high as the turkeys. 


C. M. Brown, Jr., of Pursley said 


he was afraid the turkeys would all 
be killed before the hunters could 
catch the wolves. J. C. Weaver of 
Rushing reported 28 turkeys caught 
on his farm. He said that Wallace 
and LeRoy McAfee had attempted 
to run wolves on his farm, but the 
dogs could not jump the wolf be- 
cause of the fox trails. 


Mr. Moore reported 30 lambs lost 
last month and some turkeys. He 
said that if the people were to wait 
on the dogs to catch the wolves, 
they could not raise sheep and tur- 
Ispys. "It is a 'meat and bread prop- 
osition' greater than pleasure." 


Earl Easterling of Chatfield said 


he formerly made more money on 
turkeys and sheep than In farming, 
but the wolves had 
ruined that 
chance. M. A. Murray of Pursley 
said 23 turkeys, were killed one 
night on his premises by a wolf.

Route 1 said he had lost between 
50 and 75 turkeys and a neighbor 
had lost about 200.
